A woman in a wealthy suburb has 
admitted throwing raw chicken, 
bananas and pickled onions on the 
driveway of a man dubbed the 
“mooning millionaire” after a bitter 
dispute with another neighbour. 

Last Monday, September 15, Mari 
Hannah Swanson, 30, of Beaver- 
bank, the Glade, Kingswood, ap¬ 
peared in court charged with 
harassing Neville Williams, of Red 
Roofs, Forest Drive, Kingswood, 
between July 7 and 16. 

Swanson pleaded guilty to the 
bizarre behaviour and was handed 
a restraining order banning her 
from contacting Mr Williams until 
next September. 

She received a 12-month condi¬ 
tional discharge and was ordered 
to pay a £15 victim surcharge and 
£85 in costs. 

Swanson also pleaded guilty to 
damaging Mr Williams’ brick wall 
after painting it white. 

Her sentence for this was a condi¬ 
tional discharge for 12 months, al¬ 
though no compensation was 
ordered by the court as the amount 
was “not substantiated”. 

She had been charged with 
throwing paper rubbish across Mr 
Williams’ driveway and going to 
his home intending to throw bags 
of wet cat food - but both charges 
were withdrawn in court. 

Exactly a year ago, the Epsom 
Guardian told how Mr Williams 
had been locked in a bitter six-year 
dispute with neighbour, Gerald 
Mead, over a narrow strip of land 
between their properties. 

Both believed the land belonged 
to them, with Mr Williams chop¬ 
ping down trees planted on the 
border by Mr Mead. 

A smashed greenhouse, burnt

trees and Mr Williams 
removing his trousers 
and “mooning” at Mr 
Mead all followed. 

Although Mr 
Williams has said 
there has been some 
resolution to the bor¬ 
der dispute, he is con¬ 
vinced it is the reason 
for Swanson’s attacks 
on his house. Speaking to 
the Epsom Guardian last 
week, he said: “We don’t know her 
from Adam. 

“But we have been in a dispute 
with my neighbour for quite a 
while and he has been going round 
to neighbours and saying things 
against me. 

“It was decided he would put up a 
fence along the boundary by June 
8, which he has not. 

“This may have been how she 
came round and decided to attack 
my property.” 



Mr Williams said the chicken, 
bananas and onions were thrown 
on separate occasions, and not “in 
a lump sum”, while Swanson was 
hiding in Mr Mead’s bushes. 

He said he caught her red-handed 
with cat food she intended to throw 
on to his driveway and called the 
police, who later arrested her. 

“She painted my brick wall 
white,” added Mr Williams. 

“She would go round the area 
picking up rubbish, put it in her 
car and dump it onto my property.” 

Mr Williams believes Mr Mead 
and Swanson are in cahoots: “I 
have been here 12 years and never 
had any problems. 

“My neighbours have come to 
apologise about what has been 
happening.” 

But Mr Mead strongly denies 
knowing Swanson or spreading 
any rumours about Mr Williams.

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Lord Rogers 
visits school 

Influential architect Richard 
Rogers went back to his old 
school for the first time to 
open new buildings last 
week. 

Lord Rogers, who attended 
Kingswood House School in 
West Hill, Epsom, is famous 
for his radical high-tech de¬ 
signs including the Centre 
Pompidou in Paris, the 
Lloyds of London skyscraper 
and the Millennium Dome. 

He said: “It was the most in¬ 
spiring day, meeting and 
walking around the school 
with the children and talking 
to the teachers. 

“I was delighted to see how 
much the school had changed 
for the better since I had been 
there 75 years ago.” 

Recounting his schooldays 
last year, he told the Tele¬ 
graph he had been “written 
off” academically and beaten 
for failing to memorise a 
poem at the age of six. 

He said: “Art was for 
sissies, and I was always bot¬ 
tom of the class.” 

Lord Rogers officially 
opened the new junior 
school, the new pre-prep de¬ 
partment and several new 
classrooms on Thursday, 
September 18. 

Headmaster Peter Brooks 
said: “It was the first time 
Lord Rogers has returned to 
the school since he left in the 
1940s and he was very re¬ 
laxed, happily chatting to 
staff and pupils alike. 

“The boys found it particu¬ 
larly fascinating to hear how 
during the war, pupils would 
hide under the desks when 
the air raid sirens went off.” 

Rob Austen said: “Lord 
Rogers’ visit will long be re¬ 
membered in the school’s 
history.”

Chris Grayling has slammed 
critics of his probation re¬ 
forms and promised there 
will be no casualties as a re¬ 
sult of the changes. 

Speaking ahead of an anti¬ 
privatisation rally against his 
proposals, to be held in 
Epsom town centre on Satur¬ 
day, September 27, Mr 
Grayling said his plans will 
not put the public in danger 
and the Probation Union 
should stop its “pointless op¬ 
position” to them. 

Members of Napo, the Na¬ 
tional Association of Proba¬ 
tion Officers, from the Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex (KSS), 
and London branches, will be 
attending the protest, which 
will include a march through 
the town centre carrying a 
huge effigy of the Justice 
Secretary followed by a rally. 

The campaigners are 
against Mr Grayling’s plans 
to award private sector 
and voluntary bidders con¬ 
tracts to deal with the low 
and medium-risk offenders, 
which are to be decided on by 
the Lord Chancellor by the 
end of the year. 

These community rehabili¬ 
tation companies will only

earn their full fee if they 
reduce re-offending. 

Speaking exclusively to the 
Epsom Guardian ahead of 
the rally, Mr Grayling said 
the changes are necessary to 
transform rehabilitation and 
reduce reoffending rates and 
allow the service the “free¬ 
dom to innovate” - some¬ 
thing he said cannot be found 
in the public sector for a 
variety of reasons. 

“The problem we have is 
that of people going round 
and round the system. 

“Re-offending rates have 
barely changed for a decade,” 
Mr Grayling said.

will It be zone 6 or 7?

Delight at the news this week 
that Epsom will finally get the 
Oyster card next year has 
been tempered by concern 
that the station may be put in 
zone seven, and not zone six. 

On Monday, the town’s MP 
Chris Grayling told this news¬ 
paper he had received confir¬ 
mation from train company 
Southern that the Oyster card 
would be introduced at 
Epsom station, with an ex¬ 
pected start date of next 
September. 

Under the new franchise for 
the line, awarded to the newly 
formed Govia Thameslink 
Railway (GTR), it has been 
agreed that Epsom will be 
brought into either zone six or 
seven - a point Mr Grayling 
said has yet to be decided. 

He said he is due to meet the 
Secretary of State for Trans¬ 
port to discuss this. 

Mr Grayling said: “The 
campaigning has paid off. 
There are still more details to 
come, but it’s a big step for 
Epsom.” 

Thousands of people read 
the story on our website and 
Facebook page, with many 
welcoming the news, but 


making it clear zone seven is 
simply not acceptable. 

Epsom Councillor Clive 
Woodbridge, chairman of the 
Residents’ Association group 
of councillors, said it would 
be “deliberately perverse” if 
Epsom was not put into zone 
six, as other stations further 
out are in that zone. 

He said: “It only makes 
sense if Epsom is in zone six, 
otherwise it doesn’t really 
alter the existing dynamic. 

“The campaign is about the 
Oyster card and to get Epsom 
into zone six. The campaign 
continues.” 


Liberal Democrat Council¬ 
lor Colin Taylor said he too 
only supports zone six for 
Epsom. 

He said: “Being in the Oys¬ 
ter system is the key thing, 
but when even Tadworth is in 
zone six, putting Epsom in 
seven would be illogical and 
unfair. 

“Why penalise Epsom for 
providing the railways with 
more passengers?” 

A GTR spokeswoman said 
the issue of whether Epsom 
will be in zone six or seven is 
still to be negotiated between 
the Department for Transport 


and Transport for London, 
with GTR implementing the 
decision. 

She said: “The Oyster 
scheme is planned to be ex¬ 
tended to Epsom in Septem¬ 
ber 2015. This is subject to the 
agreement of the Department 
of Transport and Transport 
for London.”

Multiple charges for fugitive 


An escaped convict has ap¬ 
peared in court charged 
with stealing £18,000 worth 
of jewellery and the car 
keys to a VW Beetle after a 
string of burglaries. 

Adam James Yaroo, 28, 
appeared at South East 
Surrey Magistrates’ Court 
on September 19, charged 
with seven offences. 

It is believed that Yaroo 
absconded from Sudbury 
open prison, in Der¬ 
byshire, on June 23.

Yaroo is also accused of

Beetle car key from Hop- 
pety Cottage, the Hoppety, 
in Tadworth, on July 11. 

On the same day, he is 
charged with attempting 
to enter as a trespasser 
with intent to steal from 
Hylands House, Water- 
house Lane, in Tadworth. 

On August 27, he has 
been charged with at¬ 
tempting to enter as a tres¬ 
passer with intent to steal 
from Rock Dene, 
Chipstead. 

Two days later, he stands 
accused of stealing jew¬ 
ellery, watches and elec¬ 
trical items worth nearly 
£5,000 from Birkdale, Out- 
wood Lane, in Kingswood. 

Yaroo was also charged 
with entering as a tres¬ 
passer with intent to steal 
from a house in Great Tat- 
tenhams on the same day.

Missing father found 
dead at Beachy Head

A desperate appeal to trace a 
much-loved missing father ended 
in tragedy at the weekend when 
his body was found at Beachy 
Head. 

Desmond Carr, 55, from West 
Ewell, was reported missing by a 
family member on Thursday af¬ 
ternoon and police, who de¬ 
scribed him as “extremely 
vulnerable”, issued an appeal fol¬ 
lowed by CCTV images of him at 
Clapham Junction. 

It was known that he had strong 
links to Sussex where he grew up, 
and police there found his body at 
5.30pm on Saturday, September 
20, at the beauty spot that has be¬ 
come notorious for the number of 
people who end their lives there. 


Mr Carr was separated from his 
wife, who died recently. They had 
a teenage son and two daughters 
in their 20s, and lived in Station 
Avenue for many years. 

Friends and neighbours have 
paid tribute to Mr Carr saying he 
was a “very, very intelligent gen¬ 
tleman” who doted on his family. 

He worked at an advertising 
company before joining 
Newsquest, which owns the 
Epsom Guardian, where for five 
years he was part of Newsquest 
Direct in London that deals with 
inserts in newspapers around the 
country. 

He left three years ago and is 
believed to have joined a consul¬ 
tancy company before starting 
work for an advertising or mar¬ 
keting agency. 

Rhys Hughes, an account direc¬ 
tor at Newsquest Direct, who 
helped in the hunt for Mr Carr, 


said on Monday: “Everyone real¬ 
ly liked him. It’s the worst news 
and everyone is very upset.” 

Councillor Clive Woodbridge, 
who lived for many years in the 
same road as Mr Carr and his 
family, said: “I know the family 
and it’s dreadfully sad news. 

“He always seemed like a nice, 
pleasant guy. Our families got on 
well. My heart goes out to the 
three children and their mother. 
It’s absolutely heartbreaking for 
them. 

“He was a very intelligent guy. 
He kept himself to himself to a 
certain extent, he wasn’t very 
outgoing, but when we spoke he 
was very pleasant and it was a 
great shock to me when I realised 
he had gone missing. 

“He was very committed to his 
job and his family.” 

Surrey Police said it is treating 
the death as unexplained.

IKbutes after boss 
dies in jet ski crash 



Tributes have been paid to a pop¬ 
ular estate agent who died in a jet 
ski accident on the Greek island 
of Santorini just two days after 
getting married there. 

Jeremy Hope, 39, who lived in 
Worcester Park, died hours after 
his jet ski collided with a friend's 
last Wednesday, September 17. 

He had just married his long 
term girlfriend Sarah Greaves, 
31. 

In a statement, Mr Hope’s col¬ 
leagues at Saxon Kings estate 
agent based in Park Road, 
Kingston, which he founded in 
2006, said: “The entire team at 
Saxon Kings have greatly appre¬ 
ciated the many messages of sup¬ 
port at this difficult time.” 

Kingston councillor Andrea 
Craig knew Mr Hope and his 
wife, said: “They set up the com¬ 
pany before they opened in 
Kingston. 

“They were very community- 
minded. They are a lovely couple 
who have been together for 
years. 

“I was very sad to hear the 
news. I only bumped into them a 
few weeks ago, and they told me 
they were getting married. 

“I said we should meet up after 
they got back from honeymoon.” 

Vicky West, from Allum Grove, 


Tadworth, said she was stunned 
to read the news about Mr Hope 
who owned the flat next-door and 
rented it out. 

She said: “I was just completely 
shocked. I don’t know him, but I 
know he was recently trying to 
let the flat. 

“It was just a tragic accident.” 

According to reports, Mr 
Hope’s jet ski collided with his 
friend Peter Hudson’s. 

Mr Hope initially appeared 


unhurt, and went back to sun¬ 
bathe with his new wife. 

But he fell ill, and was being 
airlifted to a hospital in Crete, 
but died in the helicopter. 

Two people, Mr Hudson and jet 
ski rental owner Yannis 
Kostopoulos, were arrested on 
suspicion of negligent 
manslaughter. 

Both have since been released 
pending an investigation into the 
crash by Greek authorities.

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War driver honoured 
for rescue bravery

A driver who rescued two in¬ 
jured officers under intense 
shell fire after his horse-drawn 
ambulance was blown to bits 
won France’s highest honour 100 
years ago last week. 

Driver Sydney Martin, from 
Pikes Hill, Epsom, won the 
French equivalent of the Victo¬ 
ria Cross - the Medaille Militaire 
- for his actions on September 
15,1914, in Aisne, France. 

Dvr Martin, from I Cavalry 
Field Ambulance, showed great 
courage when he first dressed 
the wounds of the badly French 
officers and then carried them to 
safety while under heavy 
bombardment. 


Bourne Hall Museum assistant 
David Brooks said: “The danger 
can only be imagined, but by a 
miracle neither Martin nor his 
companions were hit, but his 
horses were killed and ambu¬ 
lance blown to pieces. 

“They got to where the two 
men lay wounded but found, to 
make matters worse, that they 
could not be removed until their 
wounds had been dressed. All 
the time the shells continued to 
fall around them.” 

Dvr Martin carried the men to 
safety and a few days later he 
was decorated on the battlefield 
by King George V. 

He returned to a hero’s wel¬ 
come in Epsom. Despite having 
been apprenticed to a racehorse 
trainer before the war, he 
gave up working with horses 
and became a council 


street cleaner. 

Later in life as an elderly man, 
he told his grandson: “When I 
tried to rescue those poor men I 
was treading on the arms and 
legs of others who had been 
blown to pieces. 

“I couldn’t help it, but the 
whole ground was covered with 
parts of soldiers and horses. 

“I cried then because my hors¬ 
es were killed and for all the 
other horses because they didn’t 
know why they were there or 
what had happened. 

“At least the soldiers knew 
what they were fighting for and 
were doing their bit for their 
country.”

In a tale reminiscent of Agatha 
Christie’s last Poirot novel, one 
of the world’s best private detec¬ 
tives is living in a Surrey care 
home where he shares his memo¬ 
ries of a life spent hunting down 
villains, and unmasking million 
pound counterfeiting schemes. 

Vincent Carratu, 85, may not 
look that different from other 
pensioners enjoying a quiet re¬ 
tirement at a care home in 
Banstead, but when he talks 
about his exploits at a regular 
Crime Hour he has started he 
has other residents enthralled. 

In 1990 the Sunday Times de¬ 
scribed Mr Carratu, then head¬ 
quartered in Cheam, as the 
“world’s most accomplished pri¬ 
vate investigator” who broke 
several hundred million pounds 
worth of “corrupt enterprise”. 

Last week from Sunrise of 
Banstead in Croydon Lane, Mr 
Carratu said: “It’s a world away, 
but it’s a comfortable world 
away.” 

One of his most memorable 
cases was a five-month investiga¬ 
tion into the suspicious death of 
a policeman who “shot himself 
five times in the chest” in Hong 
Kong in the early 80s. 



Counterfeit expert: Private

Mr Carratu said: “I had three 
witnesses murdered and re¬ 
ceived 34 death threats. They just 
suggested it was about time I left 
the colony and went back to Eu¬ 
rope and if I valued my safety I 
should leave. 

“I had witnesses murdered so I 
knew whoever was out there 
could carry out their threats, but 
you have to get on with the job.” 

Mr Carratu also tells fellow 
residents about cases such as 
busting a Chanel counterfeit per¬ 
fume swindle. 

He said: “The Rolls-Royce came 
in and I was the buyer of coun¬ 
terfeit perfume. The police were 
all in place, but [the gang] ran so 
they were all chased. 


“We had great fun running 
around the streets of Kensington 
arresting them.” 

He also shut down a factory in 
Mexico, which was part of the 
massive international scam with 
perfume and bottles from Italy, 
packaging from Holland and 
links to the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO). 

When asked to explain the 
tricks of the private investiga¬ 
tion trade, he said: “Every case is 
different. There’s no strict for¬ 
mula. It’s a question of who you 
know and what you know. 

“The ability to talk to people, 
gain their confidence and get 
them to tell you things they don’t 
want to tell you.” 

He added: “I was undercover 
nearly all the time. I didn’t wear 
disguises as such. I used to be 
away from home eight months 
out of every year.” 

In 1990 then New York investi¬ 
gator and ex-Department of Jus¬ 
tice prosecutor Bill Callahan told 
the Sunday Times that Mr Car¬ 
ratu had bonhomie and was a 
“breath of fresh of air”. 

But Mr Callahan said: “He’s 
the last man in the world you’d 
want coming after you.” 

Back in 1963, Mr Carratu set up 
Carratu International, the first- 
ever privately owned UK compa¬ 
ny to undertake counterfeit and 
corporate investigations.

A health facility that was part of 
Epsom’s mental health asylums 
has been “renamed and reborn” 
with a focus on rehabilitation. 

Professor Dot Griffiths, chair¬ 
man of Central and North West 
London (CNWL) NHS Foundation 
Trust, unveiled a new name for 
what has been known as Horton 
Haven, in Haven Drive, in Epsom, 
on September 9. 

The Haven has been re-named 
the Horton Rehabilitation Ser¬ 
vices (HRS), with new signage, 
and is emphasising the rehabilita¬ 
tive support it provides for people 


with complex mental health prob¬ 
lems - including the skills neces¬ 
sary for independent living. 

Prof Griffiths said it is “a place 
of hope, safety, peace and 
rehabilitation”. 

The facility opened in 1902, with 
2,000 patients at its height, and 
was known as Horton Asylum. 

It was used as a war hospital 
during both world wars and in the 
1960s became one of the first to 
adopt music and art therapies. 

In 1985, the buildings were 
passed to the Riverside Health Au¬ 
thority, a predecessor of CNWL. 

The asylum was closed in 1997 
but 67 patients, with real long¬ 
term needs, stayed in a new ser¬ 
vice, Horton Haven. 

David Dunkley, service director, 


said it is an appropriate time to 
move away from the era of Hor¬ 
ton’s asylum function and focus 
on its aims to rehabilitate. 

He said: “Horton Haven was 
right for its time - it really was a 
nice place, but people were taken 
out of society. Today the model is 
different. Some very unwell peo¬ 
ple find peace here, but they also 
find treatment and support for 
successfully returning to the com¬ 
munity - into society. 

“The trust’s Recovery College 
has a hub here, and teaches self- 
care skills, and we have employ¬ 
ment advisers visit regularly so 
that people are made ready for liv¬ 
ing in the community. Horton Re¬ 
habilitation Services is a good 
name because it is what we do.”

GP surgery problems are nationwide 


Poor 

On behalf of the residents and 
staff that rely on both of the hos¬ 
pitals run by Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er NHS Trust, I would like to 
thank Alice Foster for her report 
on the annual meeting held at St 
Helier Hospital on the September 
15 (Hospitals out to balance 
books, September 18). 

Ms Foster stated that less than 
50 people attended this hospital 
meeting. 

This figure included at least 10 
board members together with a 
number of councillors from Mer¬ 
ton and Sutton and at least 


I have been following your corre¬ 
spondence about the situation 
with our GP surgeries. In my ca¬ 
pacity as chairman of the bor¬ 
ough council’s health liaison 
panel I have also been investigat¬ 
ing the situation. It appears that 
Epsom and Ewell is not the only 
area to be suffering. 

A survey was recently under¬ 
taken by the British Medical As¬ 
sociation and nearly half the 
UK’s GP practices responded. 

It revealed doctors struggling 
to provide essential services in 
buildings that are cramped and 
outdated. It was reported that 
two in five responding GPs do 
not consider their current 
premises to be adequate for the 
provision of basic general prac¬ 
tice services. 


We are writing to ask the Epsom 
Guardian to help us reduce un¬ 
necessary strokes. We have been 
involved, as public/patients rep¬ 
resentatives, with the Surrey 
Downs Clinical Commissioning 
Group and the South East Coast 
Cardiovascular Network, on the 
prevention of stroke work- 
streams and the new plans are 
looking good. 

However, it is clear patients 
with heart irregularities often 
are waiting far too long to be 
started on anti-coagulation treat¬ 
ment. Our GPs are hard pressed 
to find time for extra appoint¬ 
ments, so we are starting a cam¬ 
paign for a one stop, raid access 
clinic, to which patients can be 


one MP. 

I was very disappointed with 
the very low attendance and 
wonder why more members of 
the public did not attend this 
very important meeting. 

Please let the hospital and or 
this paper know your reasons for 
not attending. 

Every year the annual meeting 
is held in September and next 
year it will be held at Epsom 
Hospital. 

If you are interested in attend¬ 
ing the 2015 meeting make a note 
in your diary now to check the 


Problems arise both because of 
the increase in the number of pa¬ 
tients and because premises re¬ 
quirements change over time, 
particularly with the current 
Government’s drive to move 
more services out of hospitals 
into the community. 

I contacted both NHS England 
and the Head of Primary Care at 
the Surrey and Sussex area team 
(which is the body responsible 
for approving GP premises 
locally). 

I have been told that since 
April 1, 2013 only GP premises 
schemes with previous primary 
care trust board approval have 
been able to be progressed. 

I also understand from NHS 
England that all NHS England 
area teams were asked not to

‘Not bad guys’ 

A colleague has forwarded a copy of 
the most recent article in the Epsom 
Guardian (Playing fields plan nar¬ 
rowly rejected, September 11). 

While I am grateful for the oppor¬ 
tunity to contribute to the debate, I 
do not feel that a balance is being 
achieved. The application was re¬ 
fused for good local and national 
planning reasons, but I interpret 
from the article that a disservice 
has been done to Abbeyfield and the 
community. 

There clearly appears to be a need 
for such housing - although council¬ 
lors felt differently when refusing 
the Nescot application. Nevertheless 
“housing for the elderly” is indeed 
emotive and we are led to believe 
the Abbeyfield proposal satisfies 
this need and that of sports and en¬ 
vironmental needs. It, however, does 
not. 

The need for the current space for 
community sport is equally com¬ 
pelling and emotive, particularly to 
those who understand the value of 
sports to young and old(er). In addi¬ 
tion to the club use - senior and ju¬ 
nior over many years, two schools 
and another from Battersea have 
been denied use that has been daily 
- not just “intermittent” or just 
sports days. 

The councillors and highways de¬ 
partment were indeed misinformed 
and given incomplete information/ 
data - by the applicant about need, 
use and traffic flow, to suit their 
case. We are not the bad guys - we 
are also local charities, schools and 
non-profit organisations, doing won¬ 
derful work for young and old, many 
of whom are disadvantaged, but 
perhaps without the financial mus¬ 
cle of the applicant.

A top doctor at a hospital trust 
was given an award for being a

baby and his family. 

Dr Ruth Charlton, deputy chief 
executive and joint medical di¬ 
rector at Epsom and St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS Trust 
was nominated by his mother, 
Hannah.

Killer car 
seat alert 

Deadly car seats that can kill a 
child at 30mph and fail all UK 
safety standards have been 
found in Surrey, after being im¬ 
ported from China. 

A Surrey County Council in¬ 
vestigation uncovered a market 
in the killer car seats after fol¬ 
lowing up on a complaint about a 
sale. 

Crash testing by Britax, a child 
travel safety company, shows the 
seat ripping apart on impact at 
30mph the the dummy, the size of 
a three-year-old-child, catapult¬ 
ed through the front windscreen. 

So far, about a dozen seats have 
been taken off the market, with 
the council working with eBay 
and Amazon to remove more 
than 100 more. 

Helyn Clack, Surrey County 
Council’s cabinet member for 
community services, said: “Our 
priority is protecting Surrey 
families from these killer car 
seats, which tear apart so easily. 

“We’ll continue to track and 
seize these deadly car seats, but 
our operation in England is just 
the tip of the iceberg as global 
online sales are our biggest 
problem.” 

Telltale signs include the ille¬ 
gal seats have no maker’s label, 
include no details of the manu¬ 
facturer on the car seat, have 
vague pictorial instructions and 
are made of flimsy material.

There are times when it's quite 
clear you should get your teeth 
checked out: you can't concen¬ 
trate due to a horrid toothache or 
you bit into something and - hor¬ 
ror of horrors- a tooth crumbled. 

But if a 'dental disaster' is your 
trigger to booking an appoint¬ 
ment, you could be heading for 
more serious problems. 

HIDDEN DANGERS: "People 
think about oral health in terms 
of tooth decay, but if plaque 
builds up on the teeth, this can 
lead to gum disease, which is 
much more serious and can lead 
to a raft of problems linked to 
poor health," says celebrity 
dentist Dr Uchenna Okoye. 

'Also, if your gums bleed, this 
means you have gingivitis and 
need to deal with it. Gingivitis 
can progress to periodontitis, 
full-blown gum disease, and 
that's when teeth get loose." 

FEAR FACTOR: Less than half 
(41 per cent) of Brits manage to 
visit their dentist every six 
months, according to Oral-B. 

A bad experience has put us off. 
Uchenna can relate to this, as her 
own dental phobia inspired her 
career. "I had a dentist extract my 
tooth when I was about seven 
years old, without anaesthetic. 



Totally barbaric!" she recalls. 

Today, of course, she has a 
perfect set of pearly whites 
and is passionate about helping 
others achieve the same. 

At London Smiling where she is 
clinical director, Uchenna's priori¬ 
ty is that a trip to the dentist 
doesn't have to be terrifying. 

NOT ALL WHITE: Feeling 
ashamed of your teeth can have 
a big impact on self-esteem. But 
at the same time, dazzling whites 
don't always mean good dental 
health. "Everyone's focus today is 
on whiter teeth, but it's not al¬ 
ways true that white means 
health," Uchenna explains. "White 


teeth can still have decay due to 
poor oral hygiene, which can lurk 
behind teeth, so keeping gums 
healthy is also vital." 

HEALTHY BITES: "Any foods 
good for your body are good for 
your oral health," notes Uchenna. 

As well as ensuring you get 
enough calcium, iron and vitamin 
D for strong teeth, and foods 
packed with vitamin C, 
antioxidants are also important 
for gums particularly, so eat 
plenty of fruit and vegetables. 

Drink plenty of water, as 
dehydration can reduce 
saliva production. 

PROFESSIONAL ADVICE: Every 
six to 12 months is a good gener¬ 
al guide for how frequently you 
should go for a routine check-up, 
though less, or more, appoint¬ 
ments may be advised depend¬ 
ing on your dental health. 

As for brushing, professionals 
advise a minimum two minutes, 
twice a day, in circular motions 
across all teeth and the gum line, 
with gentle pressure. 

The best cleans are achieved 
with electric toothbrushes 
(Uchenna uses Oral-B), but if 
brushing manually, she advises 
using a brush with a small head 
and medium stiffness.

Have a disaster 
plan at the ready 

Know what to grab in case of fire or flood 

When disaster strikes more women 
than men would grab the family 
photos before leaving the house. 

That's according to specialist 
insurer Ecclesiastical which advises 
householders to have a disaster 
plan ready to action and know 
which items to take from the home 
in the case of a fire or flood. 

The insurer asked more than 
2,300 people what items they would 
save from their homes. The study 
assumed that other family 
members and pets were safe. 

Most Women plumped for 
photographs (27 per cent) as their 
first priority while men chose 
important documents (24 per cent) 
followed by technology items such 
as laptops and phones (22 per cent). 

More than half of women 
questioned (51 per cent) thought 
that their partner definitely or 
probably did not know which of 
their possessions to save. 

Men had more confidence in their 
partners: for them the figure 
dropped to around a third (32 per 
cent). 

Clare Pardy, Ecclesiastical's fine art 
and heritage development director, 
said: "The notion of having to leave 
your home suddenly while trying to 
save what items you can is 
something everyone dreads. That's 
why it's sensible to spend a little 
time thinking about how you'd 
respond and what you'd try to save. 

"Our survey shows that women 
seem to think about this eventuality 


more than men and are better 
prepared." 

Women believed more strongly 
that their partners would save their 
own possessions first before saving 
theirs. 

Almost one third of women 
surveyed (31 percent) felt that their 
partner would probably or 
definitely put saving their own 
possessions first compared with 
almost a quarter of men surveyed 
(24 per cent). 

The survey comes as Ecclesiastical 
publishes a new disaster recovery 
guide for the owners of heritage 
properties. 


RECOVERY ACTION PLAN 

Ecclesiastical's disaster recovery guide includes: 

■ Create a snatch list of all priority items to be saved. 

■ Turn your snatch list into a set of cards - one for each room. This 
allows rescuers to split up but still have the necessary information 
to hand. 

■ Record details of any tools you need to remove items from cases 
or walls. 

■ Take photographs of valuable items and keep a copy of their 
valuation at another site. 

■ Assign responsibility to specific people for specific items. 

■ Prepare a list of experts who can help restore damaged items. 
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Tumbleweeders: those 
living in too big a house 


Across the UK, 47 per cent of 
privately owned households are 
Tumbleweeders who occupy 
homes that are too large for 
their needs, according to new 
research by national estate 
agent Strutt & Parker. 

Stephanie McMahon, head of 
research at Strutt & Parker, said: 
"Lack of supply is often cited as 
the biggest issue facing the 
housing industry in the UK. 

"However, these figures clearly 
show that under-occupation is 
an equally huge issue." 

In its Housing Futures report, 
Strutt & Parker defines a 
Tumbleweeder as those who 
have two or more bedrooms 
than required for the number of 
people living in their home (a 
couple is defined as needing one 
bedroom for their needs). 

McMahon continues: "We need 
to build more homes that our 
older generations are prepared 
to downsize into. 

"As a nation of low supply and 
high demand, we would rather 
have all homes occupied 
efficiently where possible. 


"In reality, Tumbleweeders 
have the potential to be one of 
the greatest limiters of supply 
and, while being discussed in the 
social housing arena, their 
impact upon the wider housing 
market is not being addressed." 

There are valid reasons for being 
a Tumbleweeder, as Stephanie 
McMahon explains: "Those who 
work in a city and spend weekends 
in another location may have 
homes for both. 

"Likewise, empty nesters who 
have not downsized since their 
children left home, or indeed 
families who in the past have 
had ageing parents living with 
them may find they now have a 
house much larger than they 
really need." 

According to research by 
Grainger, 41 per cent of 
households will be occupied by 
one person by 2033, and three 
quarters will have no dependent 
children. 

Due to our ageing population, 
3.8 million older people already 
live alone in the UK and 70 per 
cent of these are women. 


Modern generation faces uphill struggle 


Only the wealthiest of the next 
generation will be able to buy a 
home if current trends continue, 
warns the National Housing 
Federation, as a new report shows 
first-time buyers now have to pay, in 
real terms, 10 times the deposit 
needed in the early 1980s. 

Its report Broken Market, Broken 
Dreams reveals

family wealth than even a generation 
ago.

The research also found that 
getting the keys to your first home 
now depends more on family money. 
Two thirds of first-time buyers now 
receive financial help from parents 
or other family members - a figure 
that has doubled in five years.

T here are many reasons 
why you might want a 
pet, and many potential 
benefits from owning.

Before you get any pet, there 
are a lot of points to consider, 
such as, how much will it cost, 
how will you look after it and 
what kind of pet will suit you 
and your family?

The RSPCA claims owning a 
pet can be good for your 
health. It says dog or cat own¬ 
ers made fewer hospital visits, 
children brought up with pets 
have more stable immune sys¬ 
tems and older people who reg¬ 
ularly walk their dogs faster 
have better mobility. 

Carl Houghton, one of the 
owners of Creature Com¬ 
pany in the Broadway, 
Wimbledon, says it is im¬ 
portant to think about 
what type of pet will suit 
you or your family. 

Houghton says: “Do 
they want something 


intelligent or something to 
please the kids and keep them 
occupied? 

“Look at how much time you 
can spend with the pet. Some 
dogs need walking two or three 
times a day, but it varies with 
different breeds. Think about 
the pet’s diet needs and the 
cost of vet bills - you can pay 
£400 for a rabbit x-ray.” 

For families with young chil¬ 
dren, Houghton would recom¬ 
mend a guinea pig or a rabbit, 
and for children around the 
age of 12 years, a hamster 
to teach them how to be 
responsible. 

Pets can be a great source of 
companionship, as well as 
emotional support, and can 
improve peo¬ 
ple’s social 
skills. 

Walking a 
dog can be a 
great way 
of 



meeting other people, and 
even if you do not have a 
pooch of your own, there 
are websites where you can 
walk other people’s dogs on 
a regular basis. 

Pets, whether it is a dog, cat 
or something smaller, can help 
teach children responsibility 
and develop compassion and 
respect for other living things, 
according to the RSPCA. 

Seek advice on owning a pet 
from your local vet before you 
buy an animal. That is the ad¬ 
vice of Johnny Kriek, owner of \ 
Kriek and Gibson Veterinary 
Surgery in Banstead. 

In terms of owning a dog or 
cat, Kriek says: “The first 
thing to do is research 
the breed. We see a lot 
of problems with peo¬ 
ple for example who 
' have a border collie 
and do not have the 
time to keep them 
occupied.” 

Kriek urges poten¬ 
tial pet owners to 
think about nutri¬ 
tion health care 
such as which inoc¬ 
ulations or long 
term care a pet 
[might need.

Weight off 
Cardona’s 
shoulders 

It may be a sport for the 
strongest of athletes, but 
weightlifter Peter Cardona 
admitted to shedding a 
tear when he won bronze 
at the IWF Masters World 
Championship, writes Tim 
Ashton. 

The Worcester Park man, 
50, has won UK and south¬ 
ern titles, but after finish¬ 
ing fourth in the European 
Championship in April, he 
was desperate to step up on 
the podium at the Worlds in 
Denmark last week. 

And so he did in the 50-54- 
year-old 69kg category, lift¬ 
ing 72kg in the snatch and 
95kg in the clean and jerk. 

His total of 167kg left him 
level with fourth placed 
Jean Pierre Desbordes of 
France, but the medal went 
to Cardona by virtue of his 
lighter body weight by 
1.2kg. 

The title went to Sendor 
Varga of Hungary (189kg). 

Cardona said: “Jean 
Pierre had to lift 96kg in 
the clean and jerk to beat 
me. 

“When he failed, I threw 
my towel over my head and 
wept. 

“I had told my son before 
the competition that all I 
wanted was to get on the 
podium. 

“When it happened, and 
all the hard work for the 
past 18 months had finally 
paid off, it was all very 
overwhelming. ” 

Cardona will now take a 
break ahead of another 
shot at the European title 
in Wales next year. 

“Hopefully, if I can stay 
injury free, I can continue 
in the sport for some time 
to come. 

“The guys in the age and 
weight category above me 
are lifting similar weights 
to me now and winning 
medals, so I will keep train¬ 
ing and keep going to these 
competitions.” 

He added: “I only started 
weightlifting 18 months 
ago and people told me I 
would not get very far as I 
was up against former 
Olympians. 

“But this medal shows it 
can be done.”
